State Department spokes¬ 
man Robert J. McCloskey said 
that, while the Czech Embassy 
here at no time asked to see 
Sejna, Czech offioials did re- 
* quest to see the son and Miss 
^ Musilova. 

T The son and Miss Musilova, 
according to McCloskey, "indi¬ 
cated that they did not wish to 
return to Czechoslovakia” — 
and the Czechs then did not 
request that they be extra¬ 
dited.

Sejna was chief of the Com¬ 
munist Party Committee of 
the Czech Ministry of National 
Defense, a member of the 
Army General Staff and a 
member of the Presidium of 
the National Assembly. 

At the time of his defection, 
a Prague trade union newspa¬ 
per printed rumors that Sejna 
had fled with Important mili¬ 
tary documents. 

Sejna was known as a pro¬ 
tege of Czechoslovakia’s for¬ 
mer President and pro-Soviet 
Communist Party boss An¬ 
tonin Novotny. Sejna’s flight 
took place just as Czechoslova¬ 
kia’s new progressive-minded 
party chief, Alexander Dub- 
cek, was taking steps to make 
his country more independent 
of the Soviet Union.
